Canada's delegation to San Francisco is 
as representative a body as could have 
been chosen, having regard to the size of 
the group the Dominion is entitled to send 
there. There are seven members; five from 
the Commons and two from the Senate. 
There is a government majority of one 
only over opposition groups. French- 
speaking Canada is represented by two 
delegates, and Canadian w n by one of 
the three members of their sex in the two 
Houses. 

Whether the delegation is as large as 
the invitation permitted has not been 
stated. That is of less importance than the 
fact that it is as large as Canada’s popu- 
lation would warrant if the confer 
not to be numerically unwieldy. On the 
same basis the United States will be en- 
titled to seventy or more delegates, the 
United Kingdom to twenty-five, Russia to 
more than a hundred, China to two or 
three times that many, and 30-odd other 
countries to a number each representing its 
population in comparison with that of the 
Dominion.

OTTAWA.—No statesman in the 
robust and colorful history of the 
United States was given more

“Quarantine the Aggressors

Mr. Roosevelt's sincere humani- 
tarianism was the foundation of his 
good neighborhood policy toward 
Latin America.

ciple of the New Deal

Do you know why? Because it 
was one of the New Deal anachron- 
isms—too close in principle to Mus- 
solini’s idea of an economic state; 
it was in fact dying when the su- 
preme court gave it the knockout 
blow in the famous “sick chicken 
case’. 

I am one who believed the gov- 
ernment breathed a sigh of relief 
when the nine old men unwittingly 
did the New Deal its greatest ser- 
vice. For the NRA had conflicted 
with economic freedom 

Another error which came much 
later was Mr. Roosevelt's attempt 


jto pack the supreme court. That 


effort really grew out of the courts 
consistent hostility to New Deal 
legislation. This is no place to as- 
say the characters of the ten su- 
preme court justices; largely gradu- 
ates of the big corporation theories 
of law and property. Having so 
easily knocked out NRA they pro- 
ceeded to find the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act unconstitutional 

It was the first time in this era 
the president really showed anger 
He termed the court an institution 
of “horse and buggy” days. Then 
he immediately had other legisla- 
tion passed under the guise of Con- 
servation Act, which circumvented 
the court's decision. The Conser- 
vation Act and amendments, has in 
fact, accomplished all that the AAA 
was planned for and later still AAA 
was revived in another form 

~ « * 

But Mr. Roosevelt was an exceed- 
ingly stubborn individual. From 
that time on he aimed to reform 
the court by increasing its numbers 
and appointing justices favorable to 
his ideas. It was his greatest mis- 
take. The American people have a 
reverence for their supreme court 


{as the guardian of the Constitution 


perhaps only equalled by the Brit 
ish feeling for the crown. Congress 
revolted and rejected the presi- 
dent's demand 

The irony of fate is that in a few 
Short years, the hand of death or 
age removed al] the anti-New-Dea] 
justices, and Mr. Roosevelt appbint 
ed men in sympathy with his ideas 

From that time on, however, the 
president began to lose the prev- 
lous control he had exercised over 
Congress 

In that instance, Mr. Roosevelt's 
stubbornness was his weakness. But 
he has been equally stubborn in de- 


manding unconditiona! surrender 
of the Nazi murderers and of the 
Japanese savages. Who will say 


now that stubbornness has not been 
an Allied strength? 

For fours years I Mr 
Roosevelt's press conference twice 
a week through all the stormy era 
of the New Deal. Some people 
were bound to be hurt by his re- 
forms, they were not without power 
and money. The majority of the 
press turned against him, some sin- 
cerely fearing he was
